A TYRANT DEAD. 


President Hi Assassinated After 
the Recent Haytien Revolt. 


THE STARTLING HEWS BROUGHT BY A 
VESSEL FROM JACMEL. 


A Final Blow to the Jews in Russia—Ex- 
traordinary Precautions to Protect the 


Czar—Strengthening the German Gar- 
rison om the Frontier—General For- 
eign News. 


New York, June 17.—First-mate Bishdp of 
the steamship Alvo, which arrived from 
Jacmel to-day, stated that on June 6, a ves- 
sel which had been at Port-av-Prince during 
the insurrection of June Sand 4, reached 
Navassaand reported that President Hip- 
polyte had been shot and killed by one of the 
insurgents. 


The news of the assassination of the Pres- 
ident of the black republic is not surprising 
to those who are aware of the condition of 
the Isinnd of Hayti, and of the Dit- 
ter feeling that prevails in many quar- 
ters against the resent Government. 
The trouble dates back to the days of the Le- 
gitime Government. Atthattime Hippolyte 
was a General inthe army and incited a re- 
volt against the President. Legitime was fa- 
vored by the wealthier residents 
and the denizens of the cities, 
while Hippolyte had behind 
him the greater part of the army, and a great 
mass of the barbarism ofthetnterior. After 
a dloody and cruel conflict Legitime was 
driven into Port-au-Prince, which he was 
able to hold by the help of the small Haytien 
fleet. The blockade tnaugurated by Legitime 
was broken by the American fleet under 
Admiral Gherardi, and an agreement was 
made between the contracting parties, in ac- 
cordance with which Hippolyte assumed the 
presidency. 

MOLE ST. NICHOLAS. 

In return for aid from the United States in 
breaking the blockade established by the 
then President Legitime by which Gen. Hip- 

lyte defeated Legitime’s forces and became 
President himself, the latter agreed to give 
the United States a lease on the Mole St. 
Nicholas harbor. This agreement, however, 
be has not kept, andin January last, while 
Minister Douglass apd Admiral Gherardi 
were endeavoring to secure the lease they 
were rudely rebuffed by the PrimejMinister.

All the Coaches but One Piunge Into the 
Coon River—List of the Injured—Cause 
of the Accident—Prisoners in a Police 
Station Overcome by Gas.

Goodnow 
and other officials arrived in a special train 
early in the morning from Omaha and as- 
sumed charge and aredoing aH in their power 
to alleviate the sufferings of theinjured. A 
large force is already at work upon the de- 
molished bridge.

SEABRIGHT IN RUINS. 


Hotels and Cottages Destroyed—The Loss 
Heavy. 


Lore Braxcn, N. J., Jane 17.—Seabright 
isin ruins. Fire swept over the little city by 
the sea last evening, and hotels and cottages 
went down before the flames, entailing a loss 
which is now estimated at $300,000. No lives 
were lost, but 20 families were rendered 
homeless. There were many narrow escapes, 
for the fames were fanned bya stiff breeze. 
By hard work the flames were diverted from 
the big hotels, the Peninsyla and Octagon, 
but the Goodfield House was com- 
pletely destroyed. It” was about 5 
o’ clock when the flames started 
in Buckalew’s stable on River street. The 
one fire engine of the place was soon on hand 
and the hose attached to the one fire plug in 
front ofthe Peninsula Hotel. The hose was 
laid over the New Jersey Southern Railroad 
tracks and a good stream began to play on 
the burning hay. Thefiremen were getting 
the blaze under control when the steamboat 
express, connecting with the 6:45 boat from 
New York, came rollingtoward the station. 
The engineer saw the hose and stopped.j;Then 
came the stupid act that caused the city’s de- 
struction. Somebody ordered the hose to be 
taken up to allow the train to pass. This was 
Gone. In an instant the flames burst 
forth with renewed vigor. Before the con- 
nection with the hydrant could be made again 
the roof of the stable was ablaze and the 
fremen had to retreat. A strong southwest 
wind sent the flames toward the Octagon 
Hotel, licking up everything in their path. 
Then the wind changed tothe northwest and 
asquall cameup. Away went the flames to 
the other side of the town, carrying dismay 
to scores of storekeepers who had removed 
their goods, but had carried them hack again, 
confident that the fire would not harm them. 
By this time the whole coast as far as 
Asbury Park had been called upon for 
help. The fames could be seen 
and no time was lost in sending 
steamers and hose carts. The Neptune Hose 
Co., the Phil Daly Hose Co. and the Atiantic 
engine from Long Branch, and the Wesley 
Engine Co. of Asbury Park, and firemen from 
Elbderon and other pidces along the coast 
were soonon hand and worked with a will 
for hours. They could do little, however, 
and block after block of houses went down. 
The scene became more and more pictur- 
esque each minute and was viewed by a con- 
stantly increasing throng. The wealthy cot- 
tagers from Monmouth Beach, Long Branch, 
Elberon and Hollywood drcve along the 
drive to get near the scene. When the fire 
was got under contre] there was nothing 
left of the prosperowe ‘ittle city but the 
last string of houses towerd Gafilllee. Among 
the pubiic bulidings consumed were the Post- 
office, the Western Union office,the First 
M. E. Church, the S5ea Brigtt Sentinel office 
and the main office ofthe New Jersey Tele- 
phone Co. The losses as near as could be 
learned are as follows:

Fort SMITH, Ark., June 17.—John Bird, 
Willie Westmoreland and John Eagle 
were placed in jail yesterday charged 
with the murder of two strangers 
in 1890. Sherman Phelps, a boy 
who worked for Westmoreland, caused 
their arrest. He said two strangers came 
down the Cimmarron River in the Indian 
Territory, and offered a $20 bill in payment 
for meal they bought of Westmoreland, but 
he could not change the bill, and the pair re- 
mained in their boat that day. In 
the evening they were invited to 
go on a turkey hunt, and when 
in the woods the crowd poured a volley into 
them, killing them instantly. The boy was 
madeto rob their pockets and the bodies 
were thrown in Salt Creek with stones around 
them. They put a rope around the boy’s 
neck and toid him he would be hung if he 
**sgquealed.’’ He went to work across the 
river afew months ago and told the story. 
The arrest was followed by a search and hu- 
man bones, clojhing and gray socks were 
found around the murderers’ house, which 
show that more than one poor wanderer met 
his death at the hands of the gang.

The convention of the Orderof Railway 
Telegraphers has finished its routine work, 
and from now until adjournment the session 
will be made interesting and probably ex- 
citing by a lively canvass for office and the 
vital question of consolidation with the 
Brotherhood of Telegraphers.

One of the most influential of the delegates 
gave out with deliberation to-day that the 
consolidation scheme was hopeless. Per- 
haps that was the reason why J. H. Schwerz- 
gen and M.W. Shaw, the Brotherhood officers 
who have been working on the delegates 
atthe Laclede Hotel, did not appea: with 
their accustomed smiling faces to-day. The 
proposition from the Brotherhood isin the 
hands of Chairman A. J. Hall’s Executive 
Committee and will be reported from that 
committee with a recommendation 
which will mean disapproval, al- 
though it will express the kindest 
feeling towards the brotherhood.

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THE LITTLE GIRL HAD A PRESENTIMENT 
" OF HER TERRIBLE FATE. 


The Neighborhood in Which the Victims 
of Yesterday’s Storm Resided a Mourn- 
ful One To-Day—All the Injured Are 
Now Declared to Be Entirely Out of 


Danger. 


One of Smithers & Wagoner’s undertaking 
wagons stood in front of No, 1517 Bacoh street 
this morning for almost the entire forenoon. 
Upon its arrival two men had alighted and 
drawn fom the interior of the sable vebicie a 
little coffin. Without a word they had carried 
the casket into the house, whichis a modest 
home, standing back from the street with the 
entrance on the side facing south, At every 
doorway and gateway of the pretty 
residences in that block co were be 

seen sympathetic faces turned towar 
me ane ot ‘the arrival of the little child’s 
coffin, and eyes,to many of which sudden 
tears arose, rested long upon the touching 
tableau,fwhile neighborly voices were sunk 
to a whisper. 

It was the quiet picture of death and grief 
following the first crushing blow of a sudden 
tragedy, for within the silent house to which 
the coffin had come there lay the still form of 

_ poor little Sadie McAr_hur, the child killed by 
a stroke of lightning yesterday in Forest 
Park. 

IN THE PRESENCE OF DEATH. 
Gathered at the wagon’s side as it halted at 
the McArthurs’ home were four little boys. 

‘They were strangely silent and as the casket 
was taken out and borne into the house their 
big eyes followed it almost with wonderment 
and with that awed amaze which children 
foel in the presence of death. 

**It’s for Sadie,’’ whispered one of the 
boys to his comrade, and the other nodded 
his head and looked at the darkened win- 
dows behind which the coffin had disap- 

red. Along the narrow brick walk lead- 
ing to the side entrance, stood also several 
little girls who made room for the coffin to 
pass and thon turned and watched its course. 
On the} steps} before} the door another 
child of not more than 10 years of age sat 
crying, and her sobs seemed to wrench her 
little bosom as Sadie’s coffin was taken

peat yesterday those children had bidden 
sweet Sadie McArthur ‘‘good-bye’’ as she left 
for the picnic in Forest Park, shouting after 
the merry party with which she went and 

’ wishing that ‘‘they were going too.’’ To- 
--day Sadie was dead and their childish minds 
could scarcely grasp the full meaning of the 
fact. 

3 A MOURNFUL NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Directly across the street stood the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Held, No. 1528 Bacon street, 
from which also there had started to the 
same picnic yesterday Mrs. Held, with her 
little baby, Aline, her older daughter, 
Louise, and her sister, Louise Beauclerc. Two 
doors above, at 1532 Bacon, was the residence 
of Mrs. Katie Bender, and from there 
also a joyous party had attended the picnic, 

‘a-party consisting ot Mrs. Bender and her 
children, Katie, Lottie and Frank. 

These two family groups of mothers and 

children had, with the two McArthur chil- 
dren, Sadie and Alba, formed the neighbor- 
hood party that went away laughing yester- 
day morning fora day’s pleasure amid grass 
‘and bending trees and murmuring water, 
under the summer skies. They returned 
home yesterday evening, all but one of them, 
from the very valley of the shadow of death. 
The one had sunk down in that valley, and 
this morning the feeling of thankfulness in 
two of the Bacon street homes that the 
lightning’s stroke had spared their 
loved ones was sobered by the sad thought 
that across the street little Sadie McArthur 
lay dead, struek down by the same bolt, 

Mrs. Held was the lady who had taken 
charge of the children yesterday. The picnic 
was given by the ‘‘Little Assembly,’’a religi- 
ous organization, having a meeting place at 
Twenty-second and Olive streets, of which 
Mrs. Heldisa member. She had invited the 
McArthur and Bender children to accompany 
her own, because they were all playmates 
and she knew they would enjoy being to- 
gether. Nearly all this morning Mrs. Held 
spent with the McArthurs, doing everything 
she could to comfort them in their sudden 
sorrow. 

The mother of Sadie McArthur fs still pros- 
trated fromthe shock, however, and when- 
ever she saw Mrs. Held to-day her tears 
would fiow afresh and she seemed to recall 
the scene of yesterday morning when Sadie 
left home by Mrs. Held’s side, ° 

THE FUNERAL TO-MORROW. 

The funeral of the little girl will take place 
to-morrow fromthe Cook Avenue Methodist 
Church, of which Sadie and Alba McArthur 
were Sunday-school scholars. A pathetic 
feature of the ceremony will be the presence 
ini a body of the Sunday-school class to which 
the child belonged. The body to-day shows 
no mark of the lightning, the discoloration 
of the face supposed to have been 
caused bythe stroke having passed away. 
The funeral will be attended by nearly the 
entire neighborhood of that block on Bacon 
street, so many of whose number almost 
miraculously escaped the death that claimed 
Sadie McArthur. 

It is said by Mrs. Held that the child 
doomed to be stricken down from amidstits 
companions seemed to have had a childish 
presentiment of death. For several weeks 

* past little Sadie McArthur had been talking 
wonderingly of ‘‘something black’’ before 
herallithe time. On last Friday, at the clos- 
ing exercises of her school, Sadie had 
recited a little poem called ‘‘The 
Colliier’s Dying Daughter,’’ and had 
remarked to one of her companions 
that ‘‘she believed she was goingto die, too.’’ 

‘These stories are being told by the McArthurs’ 

neighbors to-day, and they believe that Sadie 
had a vague presentiment of the sudden 
death that was to be her fate. 

The Coroner’s inquest was begun this morn- 
ing, and the testimony of Mrs. Bender taken. 
It told the story of the sudden storm ana the 
flash of lightning that caused the tragedy, 
but with nonew features beyond the facts 

dy published. Mr. McArthur, the father 

of the dead child, will appear before the 

r this afternoon. The inquest is of 
course merely formal. 

The two ladies who were ‘‘crawfshing’’ in 
the park when the storm arose and who 
took refuge in the shed struck by lightning,

PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE. 
Speaking of the condition of the business of 
the real estate year now drawing toa close 
as compared with that of last year, Festus J. 
Wade says, leaving the Tyler place auction 
out of the calculation, his firm has sold $175,- 
000 worth more this springthan last. In his 
judgment values will constantly increase, 
and the demand continue to grow; from the

THEY SAY IT WAS CONDEMNED BY THE 
ENTIRE FACULTY. 


Meéting at the Southern Hotel To-Day— 
Several] Important Additions to Be 
Made to the University—Extension of 
the Agricultural School—To Be in Ses- 
sion Several Days. 


The Board of Curators of the State Univer- 
sity met this morning in the gentlemen’s 
parlor of the Southern Hotel. Among those 
present at the meeting were Frank Rothwell, 
Chairman, B. F. Canthorn, A. ©. Martin, 
J. &. Clarkson, R. B, Oliver, B. F. Kelley, §. 
Mitchell, C. B. Woodward, Gardiner Lathrop 
and F, B. Rippey. The meeting was held for 
the purpose of completing the business that 
was brought before the Board of Curators at 
Columbia during commencement week. By 
law the curators are obliged to meet at 
Columbia, but can adjourn to any other 
place. 

IMPORTANT ADDITIONS. 

Owing to the large amount of business to 
be transacted, it was determined to adjourn 
to St. Louls. In reference to the business 
transacted Chairman Rothwell said: ‘‘We 
are about to make several important additions 
to the university, notably in the Agricultural 
and Mechanical Departments. Heretofore we 
have been obliged to give our Agricultural 
School very little prominence, owing to a lack 
of means. But under the Morrill bill the 
State University will receive about $14,000 
from the Government, and this will be 
largely devoted to extending the Agricultural 
School. The mechanical department will be 
remodelled on the Manual Training School of 
Washington University and under the ad- 
vice of of Prof. Woodward we took steps to 
provide the proper machinery. We have to 
elect three or four new professors, but this 
will probably not be reached to-day. Our 
session will in all likelihood continue over 
to-morrow.’’ 

THE CAVE SERMON. 

‘Can you say anything in reference to the 
Cave sermon at the State University?’’ 

‘‘I can say this, the Board of Curators had 
nothing whatever to do with his selection. 
The choice was made bythe faculty of the 
university, and there is no ques- 
tion that it was made with- 
out any appreciation of the views 
that Dr. Cave would enunciate. The condl- 
tions were as follows: Three or four clergy- 
men had been invited to deliver the sermon, 
Dut all had been prevented by one thing or 
another. The time grew short and the 
faculty had to select some one. At this stage 
of the proceedings the nameof Dr. Cave was 
suggested by an outside party, with 
the statement that he wasa man of ability. 
Owing tothe haste with which matters had 
to be decided, he was invited without proper 
investigation. He accepted and took the 
opportunity to enunciate his peculiar views. 

GENERAL DISAPPROVAL. 

‘*While there has never beenany religious 
test foradmission to professorships in the 
State University, all professors except three 
are members of some Christian church, and 
the sermon of Dr. Cave was a complete sur- 
prise. It was denounced by the entire faculty 
and ifthe professors had had the slightest 
idea of what was coming, they would 
never have invited him. It was a most un- 
fortunate matter, but the faculty erred 
through ignorance, and not because they in- 
dorsed Dr. Cave’s views. He was selected as 
the speaker in a hurry and without any in- 
vestigation as to his theological belief. This, 
perhaps, may have been wrong, but there 
were so many declinations that the faculty 
had to do something. Dr. Cave was 
highly recommended oon the _ score of 
ability, but I do not believe that any one on 
the faculty knew the nature of his belief. Of 
course the university has been severely 
criticised for the quasi indorsement of Cave’s 
views, implied in the invitation, but [when 
Iwas in Columbia I learned whatI believe 
was thetrue status of the case and can say 
that no such indorsement was intended and 
that asa matter of fact his theological belief 
was generally unknown before his address 
and that the faculty were dissatisfied and 
disturbed by his sermon.’’ .

Maj. McKinley’s Speech of Acceptance— 
A Long Address by Senator Sherman— 
The Nomination Made by Acclamation 
—The Coming National Prohibition 
Camp Meeting. 


CoLuMBUSs, O., June 17.—The second day of 
the Republican State Convention of Ohio 
opened bright and clear. The sun was still 
warm and the heat very oppressive, but both 
heat and sub were powerless to abate the en 
thusiasm of the Republican hosts who had 
gathered in anticipation of exciting scenes of 
the day. It was rumored early in the morn- 
ing that McKinley would throw down the 
gauntlet to the low tariff men in his speech 
of acceptance and that the coming con- 
test, if won at all, must be won in 
sustaining the principles of the McKinley 
tariff law. The effect of this information 
was to infuse with greater enthusiasm the 
stalwart or McKinley element and if it hada 
depressing influence on the dissenters of the 
party, this influence was never felt in the 
convention. The proceedings of the day 
were opened by prayer, after which the re- 
port of the Committee on Credentials was 
presented and adopted. The Committee on 
Permanent Organization reported, amid ap- 
plause, the name of Gen. Asa Bushnell of 
Clark Oounty, for permanent chairman of 
the convention, and E. J. Kissinger of Athens 
for permanent secretary. Chairman Bush- 
nell’s address was brief. 

Gentlemen of the convention, he said, I thank you 
for this distinguished honor conferred upon me. I 
congratulate you upon the bright sunshine this 
morning (laughter), giving promise of an early and 
abundant harvest (anghter), the realization of

M’KINLEY NOMINATED. 

Nominations were declared in order and 
Gov. Foraker arose to present the name of 
Wm. McKinley for Governor. Atthe sight of 
the familiar figure of the ex-Governor and 
the sturdy campaigner, the convention fairly 
went mad with confusion. For over a minute 
the applause reverberated through the im- 
mense building, while Foraker bowed smil- 
ingly to the cOmpliment. In an eloquent 
speech ex-Gov. Foraker placed William Mc- 
Kinley in nomination for Governor. The 
nomination was made by acclamation amidst 
enthusiastic cheering. 

A DIG AT ENEMIES, 

In presenting Mr. McKinley’s name ex- 
Gov. Foraker said:

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THE FARMERS’ BENEFITS, 

Referring to the complaints among free 
traders about increased duties under the 
new law, Maj. McKinley said 83% per cent of 
them are for the better protection of the 
American farmer, 28 per centare upon wine 
and spirits, which will hardly burden the 
farmers; 5 per cent are upon tobacco, an 
agricultural product. No like recognition 
of the agricultural industry can be found in 
any previous tariff legislation, While secur- 
ing to the farmer the home 
market increased protection, 
the reciprocity clause is intenaed 
to extend his foreign market and upon terms 
more favorable than those accorded to com- 
peting agricultural countries.

It has, by a policy of fostering and protecting our 
home industries, so developed our productions that 
every articie of necessity, luxury, art or refine- 
ment can be made by American labor and the food 
and fruits of a temperate climate, and cotton, wool, 
and all the textile fibres can be raised on the Ameri- 
canfarm. Under Republican policy, some times 
embarrassed but never changed, our country has be- 
come free withouta slave, strong without mending 
armies or reat navies, rich, wit 
wealth better distributed, labor better 
paid and manny of rights better secured than in 
any country in the worid. All the opportunities of 
life without distinction of birth or rank or wealth 
are open to all alike. Education is free without 
money or price. Railroads,.telegraphs and all the 
wonderful devices of modern civilization are at our 
command. Many ofthese blessings are the natural 
results of our free institutions,the work of our 
fathers, but they have been in every case promoted 
and fostered by the policy of the Republican party.

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FURNISH BAD MEAT. 


Supply Commissioner Gilbert After the 
Butchers Holding City Contracts. 


NOTHING BUT LEAN AND SCRAWNY 
NECKS AT CITY INSTITUTIONS, 


Jailer Callahan Has Been Protesting 
Against the Kind of Meat Received, 
But Without Avail—Councilman Culli- 
nane Expresses the Opinion That the 
Council Will Reject Hester. 


Supply Commissioner Gilbert is preparing 
to bring the butchers supplying the city with 
meattotime in very shortorder. The in- 
formation reached Mr. Gilbert thatthe meat 
being supplied tothe city institutions was 
notup to specifications and that the con- 
tractors were not living up totheircontracts. 
Added to this information was the 
fact that on the 10th = of this 
month new contracts with the 
same med went Into effect at prices nearly $1 
lower per 100 pounds than they were before. 
The specifications under which the contracts 
are bid for state: 

The fresh meat to be of good and marketable quality 
for healthy animals and in good condition, which 

ave been slaughtered the day before delivery), and 
furnished in equal proportions of fore and hind 
quarter meat (necks, shanks and kidney tallow to be 
excluded), each fore quarter of beef to weigh not 
less than 1560 pounds, and each hind quarter of the 
same not less than 3 ounds. The necks of the 
cattie slaughtered for beef shall be cut offat the 
fourth vertebral joint, and the breast trimmed down. 
The shank of four quarters to be cut off from three 
to four inches above the knee joint, and hind quar- 
ters from six to eight inches above the gambrel or 
hock joint. 

This morning Mr. Gilbert put a copy of the 
specifications in his pocket, and calling the 
meat expert from his desk, visited the Four 
Courts and d4nspected the jail ice-box, 
where the supply of meat received 
to-day was stored. He found that it was 
mostly necks and very lean and scrawny 
ones. The cook there asserted that he had 
made repeated protests, but without avail 
as the contractors still sent the same kinds 
and cuts of meat. 

The Commissioner then went to the City 
Hospital and made a thorough inspection 
there, but has not yet announced the result 
in that case. 

He stated after visiting the jail that he 
would notify the contractors to comply with 
the terms of their contracts. 

Jailer Callahan was seenand said that he 
had often protested and frequently reported 
matters to the Supply Commissioner, but 
that every time he did so a man came over 
and declared the meat allright, so that his 
protests were unavailing. The case will be 
thoroughly investigated by the Commis. 
siober.

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NEW BREWERY ENTERPRISES. 


Griesedieck Will Probably Build—The 
Syndicate Enlarging: Its Plant. 

Among the number of rumors now current 
with regardto new brewery enterprises is 
one to the effect that the A. Uriesedieck 
Brewing Co. has in contemplation the erec- 
tion of a plant to cost $100,000. There is 
much assurance among the knowing ones 
that it will be built within the next few 
months in the neighborhood of Fourteenth 
and Palm streets in North St. Louis. The 
plant of this firm at Second Carondelet 
and Lafayette avenues is in the con- 
trol of the brewery syndicate and 
what gives considerable color to the report is 
that at the last meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the brewery syndicate Mr. Griese- 
dieck was either let out or resigned volun- 
tarlly. Itiscertain that if the plant is built 
that it will mean the opening of a war of 
opposition against the syndicate’s beer. In 
the meantime the syndicate instead 
of reducing its workings is enlarging 
right along. The Bremen branch, 
located at Broadway and Bremen avenue, 
in North St. Louis, has recently been rebuilt 
at an outlay of $150,000. Besides this the syn- 
dicate directory decided within the past few 
daystotear down the old brew department 
just back of the present establishment and 
put up an entire new structure with im- 
proved machinery to cost between $40,000 and 
$50,000. This brewery has during its shut 
down received its enormous supply of beer 
from the Lafayette Brewery. The new 
Bremen Brewery is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion and will be ready to begin active work 
along in August some time,

COMING TO MISSOURI. 


This State Getting the Iowa Coal Trade— 
End of the Strike at Bevier. 


President B. F. Hobart of the Kansas &

THE C. & A. ROAD CARRIES OUT ITS 
THREAT TO CUT RATES. 


ee eee 


The Competing Lines Ready to Follow 
Suit—Prospects of a Far Reaching Pas- 
senger Rate War-—Special Meeting of 
the Western Association Called. 


The Chicago & Alton road has carried out 
its threat and has ordered a reduction in the 
Kansas City-Chicago and Kansas City-St. 
Louis rates. In a letter to Chairman Finley 
of the Western Passenger Association Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agent Chariton 
of the Alton gives notice that the round- 
trip rate from Kansas Oity to Chicago 
has been placed at $20, and the Kansas City- 
St. Loulsrate at $13. The trouble has been 
brewing for sometime and the Alton’s ac- 
tion surprises none of the railroad men who 
have been watching the outcome of the boy- 
cott against the C. & A. by the Eastern trunk 
lines. The Alton road is in the Western pas- 
/senger Association, and in making a 
cut on the _ established rates will 
have to jump the agreement. The 
competing lines will, to protect their inter- 
ests, demand authority from the Association 
to meet the Alton cut, and when it receives 
this a general slashing of rates can be looked 
for. 

THE ALTON’S DEMAND. 

The Alton insists on its right to sell below 
the other roads on account ofthe Eastern 
boycott, but the Association d%es not regard 
itin this ight. Hence when the competing 
lines cut their rates to meet the 
Alton _—itthe latter will go lower 
and continue until peace is again restored, 
TheC. & A. Management holds thatthe 
Western roads have been supporting the 
Eastern lines in the boycott, and has taken 
the bold stand that it can defy the Western 
as wellas the Eastern association. The 
roadsin competition with the Alton are 
ready to meet the cut and hold up their ends 
of the war. 

Up to noon to-day nothing definite 
had been decided on either by the 
Wabash orthe Missouri Pacific, which are of 
course largly interested in the Dattle. 
General Passenger Agent Chandler of the 
Wabash said that he had no official knowl- 
edge that the Alton had put its reduced rates 
into effect and that nothing would be done 
until such notice was received. This wil 
come through Ohairman Finley of the West- 
ern Association. 

Assistant General Passenger Agent Cald- 
well of the Missouri Pacific said that 
he was waiting to hear from General 
Passenger Agent Townsend. ‘‘Mr. Town- 
send,’’ he said, ‘‘is in Chicago and we will be 
notified as soon asthe Alton begins selling 
tickets below regular rates.’’ The compet- 
ing lines, he added, would of course Keep up 
with the procession. 

MAY LOWER EASTERN RATES. 

Opinion is divided asto what results will 
follow the war in Western rates. Some rail- 
road men are of the opinion that it will affect 
Eastern rates toa considerable extent, and 
others say that it will not.

It 
now develops that the contract 
which Sims used was fraudulent, 


the original being yet in the possession of 
Mr. Suttle, whose signature had been neatly 
forged. Then, too, the mileage had been 
secured under false representations, none 
of the directories having been issued 
andno increase in the edition being con- 
templated, Sims,it seems,had secured one of 
the new backs tothe book and filled it in with 
the matterin last year’sedition. Mr. Hesse 
also alleges that Sims has made many such 
fraudulent collections, the financial extent of 
which has not yet been ascertained, The Bur.

A Mysterious Case. 


The St. Louis police department is in re- 
ceipt ofa lengthy communication from West 
Louisville Ky., in reference to a young man 
named Landry Vowels, of whom all trace has 
been lost by hisrelatives and friends. For 
several monthsupto Mayi of the present 
year the young man had written home that 
he was in the employ of the Gas Co. at Nor- 
mandy. On May 28 Lester Vowels, a cousin, 


returned to Louisville with a_e story 
of the mysterious disappearance 
of the young man. Lester, it 


seems, had been studying at the Christian 
Brothers’ Collegg. He told that on May 27, he 
saw his cousin, Landry, who agreed to 
meet him at 9 o'clock the following morning 
on the Twelfth street bridge and goto Louis- 
villeon a visit, Landry at that time main- 
tained that he would be compelled to goover 
on Morgan street that night to attend to 
some important business. On the morning 
of the 28th of May Landry, according to the 
cousin’s story, fatled to put in an appearance 
on the bridge atthe appointed hour. Lester 
says he remained for three days in St. 
Louis, Dnt was unable to obtain the slightest 
clue to his cousin’s whereabouts, the missing 
man not having been seenat any of his ac- 
customed haunts. According to the letter, 
the cousin also tells that he paid a police offi- 
cer $5 to have the department make a search 


for the young man. When _=siLester 
returned to Loulsville he had with 
him a quantity of hig cousin's 


clothing, which he said when questioned 
concerning it, that he had obtained from 
Landry on the evening of the 27th, in order 
that he might not be burdened with so much 
luggage while attending to his business. 
He also admitted that the missing man 
had entrusted him with $0. The parents of 
the missing man are much alarmed over the 
matterandin the communication received 
at the Four Courts to-day make no attempt 
at the concealment of theidentity of the 
man toward whom their suspicions of foul 
play are directed. The St. Louls authorities, 
however, will take no action in the matter 
until requested by the Louisville police. No 
complaint regarding the disappearance was 
made at the time the young man is said to 
have dropped from sight. 


A Bold Horsethiet 

The county authorities at St. Charles have 
been requested by the St. Louis police to look 
out for a horsethief whois thought to have 
gone in that direction. About 4:30 o'clock 
this morning a thief went boldly into the 
Stable in the rear ofthe residence of J. H. 
Orowley, a plumber living at Delmar and 
Hamilton avenues, and puta saddle on a 
young bay mare valued at $250. He was seen 
by several persons living in the vicinity as he 
rode out upon the street. Noone thought of

believe him. They are paid $1.35 per day, but 
by a system of extortion they claim that ev- 
ery dollar is taken from them. It was for- 
merly the custom to take up subscriptions 
from them on various pretexts, each being 
expected to contribute $1. If one refused he 
was discharged, in a strange country and 
without money. Those who protested were 
also discharged. Section Boss Leary usually 
managed the subscriptions. He delegated a 
man among each gang to collect $1 from each 
man on one pretext or another, sometimes to 
present an official with a gold watch and 
chain, thento present the same man witha 
bicycle, then a diamond ring for some 
other official and s0 on. One of the 
bosses went to the men and said that ne lost 
his pocketbook containing $5. He requested 
that they contribute the usual dollar asa 
mark of their esteem. The hat was passed 
around and $200 raised, as all had to contrib- 
ute. When Supt. Turner died it was reported 
to the poor fellows that the railroad required 
them to raise a big sum to buy flowers. They 
contributed $300. 

The men stopina low shed about 300 feet 
long, Duit like .a hen coop, the only means of 
ventilation being a small window at one end. 
The air is stifling and the thermometer stands 
at 100. When S¢cinto assumed control he estab- 
lished astore house on the grounds and the 
men were ordered to buy everything of him. 
Since then the subscriptions have not been 
takenup. As soon as any man learned to talk 
English he was discharged for Scinto had no 
use for any man who understood his rights. 
His prices were double the usual cost 
of all the articles he sold. For the nightly 
use of the shanty, which was compulsory, 
he charged them $1.0 a month, When 
the men are sick they are not allowed to have 
a doctor, but must buy medicine which &cinto 
keeps in stock and take it until they are 
nearly at death’s door, when they are sent to 
hospitals in New York. Accompanied Dy an 
interpreter a reporter interviewed the men. 
Bcinto, followed by twenty ugly look- 
ing fellows, appeared. Scinto grabbed 
the interpreter by the neck and began to 
shake him. The officer in the party displayed 
his badge and said: ‘*‘Let that man alone; he 
is in a free country now.’”’ 

Scinto at once called his men away. Dr. 
Dickinson said: ‘‘During the past six 
months a dozen Italians came to me for 
treatment and said thatif Scinto learned of 
it they would be discharged, One man who 
owed me $2 sentit by a friend, as he dared 
not come to me again.’’

A BIG DYNAMITE BLAST. 


That Witnessed Yesterday in the Calla- 
han Quarry at South Bethlehem. 


NEw York, June 17.—On a high cliff at 
South Bethlehem, N. ¥., yesterday afternoon, 
there assembled a crowd of people number- 
ing over five thousand persons.

mit the matter tothe people at the election 
next November, and that a yote on a propo- 
sition to increase the school-tax to 1 mill will 
be taken at thattime.

SLAVIN STOPS KILRAIN. 

NEW YORK, June 17.—The ten round con- 
test between Frank P. Slavinof Australia 
and Jake Kilrain of Baltimore for a purse of 
$10,000 came off last night at the rooms of the 
Granite Athletic Club at Hoboken, N. Y. 
and resulted inthe Antipodean fighter stop 
ping his man in nine rounds, 
Kilrain was attended by Muldoon, 
Mike Oleary and Dan Murphy, while 
Charley Mitchell, Ed Goddard and ‘‘Pony’’ 
Moore were back of Slavin. Jerre Dunn was 
referee and John Kelly time-keeper. It was 
11:22 p. m, before the contest was com- 
menced, 

Slavin opened the fight with a rush, and 
then for a minyte or so no blows were struck 
by either man. A light exchange was fol- 
lowed by a- clinch in which Slavin pounded 
Kilrain terribly with his right onthe ribs 
just below the heart.

MISSOURI ALLIANCE CANDIDATES. 


The Farmers Determined to Depose Presi- 
dent U. I. Hall. 


The August convention of the . Missouri 
Farmers’ Alliance will be the scene of a fac- 
tion fight, which, the politicians say, will re- 
sult either in disrupting the organization by 
carrying its principal men over to the Demo- 
cratic party, or in a general secession 
ofthe old party men and a uniting of the 
farmers who remain into such a compact 
body that it will make the next Missouri cam- 
paign a very close one. 

The Democrats and Farmers’ Alliance men 
in St. Louis and Jefferson Oity‘have received 
information since the meeting of the People’s 
party Campaign Committee in St. Louis that 
the Alliance men are indicating general hos- 
tility to President U. I. Hall, and thathe will 
have difficulty in securing a re-election. The 
animosity to him has been growing since 
he secured the nomination of H. W. Hideman 
as Railroad Commissioner on the Democratic 
ticket, and the growing dislike of the farm- 
ers for him has been shown iately in a num- 
ber of ways. 

At Kirksville lately, during the progress of 
a Farmers’ Alliance debate, two-thirds of 
those present rose and left the hall when 
President Hall attempted to make a speech in 
response to a criticism of his con- 
duct made by one of the speakers 
at the Oincinnati convention, where 
the Missouri farmers were quite well repre- 
sented. Over thirty of the county presidents 
in attendance expressed - themselves as op- 
posed to the continuance of the President in 
office. 

If the Hall faction finds that he cannot be 
elected, U. J. Wollard of Charity, a member 
of the Alliance Executive Board, will be put 
forward asa candidate. The farmers are 
said to distrust him quite as much 
asthey do Hall. They have put no can- 
didates in the field to represent 
the pure and unadulterated Alliance princl- 
ples, Sub-treasury scheme andall, but vari- 
ous members of the order have been talking 
over thenames of several. men who they 
think will acceptthe nomination for Presi- 
dent, ifit is offered, and will organize the 
party effectively for the next campaign. The 
three who appearto be the strongest are S. 
M. Loudon and J. B. Richmond of Macon and 
G. W. Williams of Polk County, the State 
lecturer of the order. The-oppostion to Presi- 
dent Hall will center on either of these.

Reason for the Charge of Heresy 
Against Rev. J. M. Carter. 


LETTERS WHICH THE HUMANSVILLE PAS- 
TOR WROTE PRODUCED AS EVIDENCE. 


The Editor of the “‘American Baptist” Says 
He Has What He Considers Good Evi- 
dence for His Accusations Against Rev. 
OCarter—Extracts From Rev. Carter’s 
Letters to Friends: 


Dr. D. B. Ray, editor of the American Bap- 
tist of this city, between whom and Rev. J. 
M. Carter of Humansville, Mo., also of the 
Baptist Church, very strained relations ex- 
ist in consequence of Dr. Ray having, 
through the columns of his paper, charged 
Dr. Carter with heresy, to-day gives his 
reasons for so doing and also re- 
veals the source from which he derived 
his information. Dr. Ray refused to 
speak on the matter for publication when 
Dr. Carter called on him. -day, Dr. Ray 
unburdens himself as follows: 

DR. RAY’S STATEMENT. 

‘*For what I regarded and still regard as 
sufficient evidence I published that Elder J. 
M. Carter of Humansville, Mo., had departed 
from the faith as delivered to the saints. 
Many other good brethren were under the 
same impression as myself. Without waiting 
for me to furnish the testimony upon which 
my publication was made some good breth- 
ren have censured ‘me very severely for doing 
a great injury to a good and faithful brother. 
A part of the testimony which convinced me 
of the unsoundness of Elder Carter is con- 
tained in the letter, in the handwriting and 
subscribed by Elder J. M. Carter, to Elder J. 
G. Moss, bearing date of May 19, 1891.”’ 

The letter alleged to have been written by 
Dr.. Carter is quite lengthy and consists of a 
moralizing review of the téachings of the 
church as contained inthe New Testament. 
Logical deductions are made and questions 
asked on certain points. For instance, one 
passage of the letter reads: Nowcan you 
believe thatin the judgment day age, that 
the Blessed Christ will damn eternally thase 
people for not doing the very thing that 
Christ says they would have doneif they had 
had the opportunity that Bethsaida etc. had. 

18 IT HERESY? 

In another place Dr. Carter is accredited 
with saying: 

If the leaves of the tree of life are for the healing 
of the nations—I ask what nations! If David, another 
prophet, says in Ps. 22 and 27 that ali theends of 
the world shali remember and turn tothe Lord. Am 
I to be blamed for inquiring of these prophets and 
, aposties when these grand things shall come to pass? 
Now, I have given you a sample of the matter and if 
you call it heresy make the most of it. 

Considerable space is deyoted in the letter 
to a discussion of hell and numerous citations 
made from the Scriptures on the subject 
which, summed up, the letter states, ‘‘knocks 
the bottom out of hell and damnation.’’ Con- 
tinuing, the letter says: 

If the samples I have given you and the passages of 
Scripture will not harmonize with men’s theories 
then it is time we turn our attention to the Bible as 
never before and learn the book and preach it har- 
moniously if it bursts in splinters allour little theo- 
logical meal-chests and let the dead rats have air. 

In concluding the letter states: 

You may conclude that [lama Universalist. I hold 
no sucha theoryas such. Butif that Scripture and 
others teach such a thing, I cannot help it. 


IN PERFECT HARMONY. 

**Elder J. M. Carter came to see me last 
Monday,’’ continued Dr. Ray, ‘“‘and posi- 
tively denied that he had departed from the 
faith, as published. -He said that he was in 
perfect harmony with Baptist doctrine. I 
have reliable evidence that Elder Carter, in 
a sermon preached at Marionville, Sun- 
day, the 17th of May, on the rich 
man and Lazarus, in which he said, 
that if Lazarus and allthe righteous went in 
Abraham ’s bosom at death, that the right- 
eous are awful little or Abraham has an awful 
big bosom; that the torment would be the 
dark days the Jews would have and are now 
having. He said also, the Jews would finally 
be saved. Ifeel satisfied that Elder Carter 
does not believe that the soul has a conscious 
existence separate from the body. In fact, 
he teaches that the soul dies with the body, 
or rather, that the body is the soul. This is 
expressed more fully in a letter to Elder O. 
D. Bittick, bearing date of April 28, 1891.’’ 

DR. CARTER ON THE SOUL. 

In this letter Dr. Carter is alleged to have 
given his views on the immortality of the 
soul, or rather that the soul is not immortal, 
but that it dies. Citations are made as in the 
other letter. “‘The soul that sinneth shall 
die,’’ is one of the quotations. 

DR. RAY’S COMMENTS. 

**It is evident,’’ said Dr. Ray, ‘‘that Elder 
Carter is utterly unsound. The charitable 
conclusion is, that he isnot familiar with 
Baptist doctrine, and thinks he isa Baptist 
because he quotes the Scriptures. He makes 
the same jumble and perversion of the Scrip- 
tures that is made by the rankest Advent 
materialists, who deny positively 
that man has any soul separate 
from the body. I would be de- 
lighted to know that Elder Carter has utterly

THE HEAVY LOSS SUSTAINED BY 
AND MRS. SCHLESSINGER. 


A Wealthy Bridal Couple Followed From 
Guatemala to New York by a Stranger 
Who Eventually Steals Their Valuable 
Diamonds, 


NEw YORK, June 17.—Among the passengers 
onthe South American steamship Cebellos, 
which arrived at this port on the afternoon 
of June 2, were astylishly dressed couple. 
They were bride and groom and were on their 
bridal trip which included also a visit to the 
European continent. The couple were Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis G. Schlessinger and they were 
married in Gautemala the night before the 
Cebellos sailed for these shores. Mr. Schles- 
singer isa wealthy importer in Guatemala 
and his bridé is the daughter of a rich Guate- 
malan merchant. The bride and groom were 
the recipients of numerous valuable presents, 
among them jewelry valued in the aggre- 
gate at $14,500. Of the jewelry presents was 
a magnificent diamond necklace, a present 
from the bride’s father, all of which were 
placed in a heavy yellow satchel preparatory 
to the departure for the steamer. When the 
young couple embarked on the steamer they 
took leave of their friends inthe state-room, 
The leather satchel was laid on a center table 
with some flowers and forgotten for an in- 
stant. While the couple were bidding their 
friends good-bye, a tall, black-bearded 
stranger who had been noticed at the wedding 
feast, appeared in the room at that moment 
apd while the attention of al’ was directed 
from the bag, he hurredly crossed the room 
and bent overthetable. Just then young Mr. 
Schlessinger suddenly turned around 
and saw the stranger raise a flower to his 
nostrils, He caught Mr. Schlessinger’s eye 
atthe same instant and coolly remarked: 
**Ah! what beautiful roses.’’ If Mr. Schles- 
singer had any thoughts at that mument that 
the dark-featured man had any design upon 
the bag they were immediately set at rest by 
the calm assurance and the gentlemanly 
manner of the stranger, Mr. Schlessinger, 
as a measure Of precaution, took up the bag 
and placed it in a trunk inthe room.

WHEAT AND CORN SHIPMENTS. 


The Best Year on Record Predicted for St. 
Louis. 


The grain merchants of St. Louis, both in 
wheat and corn, are exceedingly encouraged 
at the prospect ofthe trade for the season. 
While the wheat crop of the country a 
whole is unusually large, that in the ter ory 
tributary to St. Louis is heavier in proportion 
than in any other part of the wheat belt. The 
amount of wheat received in St. Louis will 
therefore be very great, and many predict 
that the _ receipts of the summer 
will be the largest on record, 
The foreign orders are so heavy that thére 
will be no possibility of the market becoming 
glutted, and a prosperous year for all inter- 
ested in wheat, whether as farmers, re- 
celvers or millers, is now considered to be 
certain. The only thing that can intertere 
with this is a low stage of water on the river. 
Never before has a good stage of water been 
so important as it will be during the next two 
or three months. If the barges can go down 
the river with two-thirds or three. 
quarters of a cargo, this market 
will attract wheat from sections 
that have hitherto been regarded as belong- 
ing entirely to Chicago. But if only a third 
of a cargo can be carried the loss to St. Louis 
will be heavy. If the German government 
decides to materially reduce the import duty 
on foreign wheat the condition of the river 
will be of less importance, as there will be a 
demand for our grain at prices that wlll pay 
for the increased cost of transportation. But 
itisnot alone in wheat that an increased 
traffic is anticipated. The corn dealers 
have now such orders as they never 
had before. The work of the agents who 
have for several years been in Europe for the 
purpose of introducing our corn products, is 
beginning to tellin a most effective manner, 
There has been a well recognized prejudice on 
the continent against Indian corn as a food 
for men, but this has been gradually weak- 
ened, andthe shortage in the wheat crop, 
and the consequent advance in the price of 
flour, has led many to turn to the cheaper 
cornmeal, In this market the orders 
now in hand from France alone amount to 
more than the entire foreign shipments of 
last year, and the orders have not yet fairly 
begun to come in. Before the shipping 
season Is over it is expected that the exports 
will exceed those of last year, which were the
